received word th a t Mr. Flinn had left 
I P ittsburg for O yster Bay. 
When he 
I arrives Colonel Roosevelt will give his 
final word in regard to m ethods upou 
which he will insist in the selection 
of candidates for presidential electors. 
Mr. Flinn and E. A. Van Valkenberg 
of Philadelphia were rej>orted to have 
proposed recently that the sam e can­ 
didates for presidential electors be 
placed on both the Taft and Roosevelt 
tickets 
In 
Pennsylvania, 
with 
the 
agreem ent th at the entire electoral 
vote of the state would go to the can­ 
didate for president w hose ticket re­ 
ceived the larger popular vote. 
Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt rejected the plan In so 
far as It involved an agreem ent by 
which under any circum stances candi­ 
dates supported by him m ight vote 
for Mr. Taft 
It was understood th a t the m atter 
would he left open until after the 
Jnatlonfil Progressive convention. 
Mr. 
F lln n ’s visit at this tim e, however, is 
•ald to be prompted by the desire of 
the Republican cam paign m anagers In 
Pennsylvania to m ake th eir plans at 
once, instead of postponing final ac­ 
tion until after the national conven­ 
tion. 
Colonel Roosevelt m ade it known 
th a t he would not depart from the 
Stand he has taken and that any plan 
a tre e d to m ust be one which will per­ 
m it him to m ake a straightout fight 
to the end on a genuinely Independent 
ticket, w ith no suggestion of bargain 
or com prom ise with any other polit­ 
ical organization. 
If either the Republican or Demo- 
eratic organization of Pennsylvania or 
any other state is in control of his 
supporters, who are able to place th* 
Roosevelt candidates for ejectors on 
their tickets w ithout com prom ise, the 
colonel will offer no objections. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt would not ad­ 
vance any suggestions as to the plan 
to be adopted In Pennsylvania, on th** 
ground th at he had no accurate knowl­ 
edge of conditions in th a t state at 
th is tim e, aud could do nothing until 
he had talked w ith Mr. Fllnn. 
It is 
regarded as probable that the decision 
reached will he of Influence in deter 
m ining the course to be taken in other 
states, such as New Jersey and Mary­ 
land, w'hers sim ilar questions have 
been raised.

TELEGRAPHERS MAY STRIKE 


Former Minnesota Senator In 


Critical Condition. 


M inneapolis, July 22.—W ith his life 
hanging by a thread and despaired of 
by his attending physicians and fam ­ 
ily form er United S tates Senator W. 
D. W ashburn won the race w ith death 
to reach his hom e and, w ith a tena­ 
cious grip, is still fighting for life 
against the disease which overtook 
him while on his European trip. 
As soon as he had reached his old 
home in M inneapolis, "F air Oaka," 
where he had expressed the wish to 
die, a deep and peaceful sleep seemed 
to come over him and, with all pain 
gone, he lay at the door of death. 
Intestinal troubles are the cause of 
the senator’s illness and 
w ith 
his 
great age against him his battle for 
life was considered, alm ost from tho 
first, a losing fight. 
Never once has 
he rallied since he began to fall while 
in Carlsbad. 
As soon as it was seen 
th a t his decline in health was serious 
it was decided to hasten home. From 
Carlsbad they w ent to England and 
took passage on a steam er over the 
shorter northern route, arriving in 
Quebec last Tuesday.

of assessed to sales value.

centage is then applied to all real 
estate in the district or county and 
becomes the factor by which its true 
value is determined. 


Let us take Mower county as au 
illustration. 
The total 
number of 
transfers used in compiling the real 
estate sales in this county for the 
four year period ending December 
31, 1911, was 1209. 
Of this num­ 
ber 598 sales covered farm property, 
and 611 sales city and village prop­ 
erty’. Tile total consideration amoun­ 
ted to $4,78 1,465, and the assessed 
value in 1910 to $1,404,377 an av­ 
erage of 29.37 per cent of assessed to 
sales value. 
The average assessed 
value of the farm property sold was 
found to be 28.83 per cent, and of 
city and village property 32.10 per 
cent. 
Using these percentages as the 
factor the true value of real estate in 
Mower county is found to be $32,- 
664,032, of which amount $27,174,- 
745 is represented in farm property, 
and $5,389,287 in city and village 
property'. 
The ratio of assessed to sales value 
is similarly ascertained in other coun­ 
ties, and is used as the factor for de­ 
termining the true value of real prop­ 
erty in each county 
of tho 
state. 
These ratios will be applied to the 
1912 assessment 
as 
equalized by 
county boards of equalization and 
will in a large measure determine 
W'hat are necessary to fairly equalize 
the assessment as between the diff­ 
erent counties of the state. 
It is the policy of the tax commis­ 
sion to notify' the county auditor of 
any contemplated changes 
in 
his 
county, with a request that lie give 
tile same due publicity. 
Ample time 
is given any interested person to file 
objections, either personally or in 
writing, to the proposed changes* 
Such objections are fairly aud impar­ 
tially considered before final action is 
tadaen. 
While the sales method of deter­ 
mining true value may not be ab­ 
solutely accurate in every instance, 
it is, as already stated, 
the 
best 
measure of value that the commission 
has been able to find. 
About 250,- 
000 sales have been listed, and as 
each transfer represents the judg­ 
ment of two people— the seller and 
the buyer-—as to the value of a given 
piece of property, the total sales in­ 
cluded in the tabulation represents 
the combined judgment of 500,000 
people. 
While the price paid may in 
some instances have been more than 
the true value of the property, it is 
not unreasonable 
to assume 
that 
there are just as many instances in 
which the sale price was less than 


rtrue value, thus one off-setting the 
other. 
One of the strong points in the 
system is that it applies the same 
measure of value— the same yard 
stick— to each district 
and 
each 
county in the state. 
Whether the 
values determined by the sales meth­ 
od be high or low, the system affords 
a uniform measure of value for the 
entire state, and when intelligently 
applied, should result in as equitable 
an assessment as human judgment 
can produce.

R are E arth M in eral Extensively E m ­ 
ployed In V a rio u s Industries. 
The United S tates geological survey 
has ju s t published a short report on 
■^coniferous sandstone near Ashland. 
Va., by Thom as L. W atson and Frank 
L. Hess. 
The sandstone containing 
zircon, a rare earth mineral, w as found 
on a num lier of farm s, and lalioratory 
tests m ade In the survey show th a t tin* 
percentage of zircon in it is consider 
able. 
“Should the dem and for zircon and 
fu rth er testing of the 
Ashland 
de 
posits w a rra n t exploitation," the repori 
states, “operations could be carried on 
w ith com parative ease. 
T he rock can 
be crushed easily, the zircon and as 
aociated heavy m inerals could la? aep 
arated from tile q u a rts by shaking 
tables, and tile ilm enite could be picked 
out by a m agnetic separator." 
The uses of zircon in its different 
forms ore numerous. 
It is employed 
in tile m an u factu re of electric lam ps; 
it is a good Insulator for both elec­ 
tricity and heating; it m akes on ex­ 
cellent refractory crucible, as well as 
linings for electric furnaces; it is well 
adapted for m aking paints and lac­ 
quers, as it is unaffected by gas, acids 
or alkalies. 
In one form it is a valu­ 
able abrasive and is capable of cu t­ 
ting thick glass as readily as a dia­ 
mond. 
C lear zircons of brownish or­ 
ange or reddish color are cu t for gems 
and are then know n as hyacinths.

weapon, being .273 as ag a in st .303.

will, how ever, have a m uch stronger 
breech action, and this will enable a 
heavier charge to be fired, while it will 
have a considerably longer range. T he 
muzzle velocity likewise will be co n ­ 
siderably greater, together w ith a flat­ 
te r trajectory. 
The rifle is to be some 
th ree and a h alf Inches longer th an th e 
sho rt rifle now in use, and since th e 
bayonet Is not to be shortened this Is 
claim ed to be a decided adv antage to 
th e troops w hen it com es to fighting 
s t close quarters. 
T he breech action of th e rifle now 
issued has alw ays been u n d er some 
suspicion and is regarded as w eaker 
th a n those used by continental armies. 
T he new pointed bullet will be used in 
th e weapon. 
It Is intended th a t in the 
first place this rifle shall be issued to 
the British troops in India, and then 
will come the tu rn of the troops a t 
home and in South A frica, while ulti­ 
m ately the Indian native arm y will re­ 
ceive It. 
T here is no intention at the 
m om ent of issuing it to the territorial 
force.
